No doubt the electon of Victoria have made up 
dwir minds how they arc going to vote at the municipal 
electiooa to-morrow. The context hat been deprived 
of a good deal of itx general mterett tince there it no 
competition for the mayor’a chair, but nevertheless 
k is to be hoped there will be a large turn-out of 
voters. . 

Next year will be important for Victoria in civie 
administration, and k ia highly desirable that the best 
candidatta be chosen for various offices which haye 
to be filled. The new council will be presented with 
the hardy annual in the form of a demand for reduc¬ 
tion in taxation and all the economies which can be 
effected without impairment of the public services. 
This year's council has acquitled itself well in the 
face of tha moat trying condkiona and with terioualy 
diminished assistance from the pravinct. Its record 
will show up favorably againtt that of any other 
cky of spnilar sue in the Dominion. 

It is loo early, of course, to attempt to predict 
what the new government acrosa James Bay will be 
able to do to ameliorate the financial idifficultits with 
w h i c h diis and other m u ni c ip a lities ate faeed. It has 
pledged kaelf to a "new deal" in the relations be¬ 
tween the province and the municipalkiea. and there is 
every reason to believe that it will make good diat 
premise to the utmost extent of the resources at ka 
disposal. It is not necessary to enlarge on its own 
peculiar problems; but k is tcaiauring to know that 
k recognizes that the municipal kies simply can not 
do all they arc being called upon to do at present 
with their restricted sources of revenue, and that k is 
)ust as unportant to protect the solveacy of the muni¬ 
cipalities as k is to safeguard provisKial credk. With 
the prospect of these clumgct. therefore, k is essential 
that the new council shall be as efficient as the present 
one, five of whom remain for another year without 


It is one thing to give a government a aame and 
keep k ia office by the same name when outside 
devcloptnents iadicats a change of public opinioti. 
The recent by-eiactkms in CiMt Brkain lead point 
to the followiag commeats of The Christian Scietice 
Monkor: 

‘“Inj British Natienal government still c o mpletely 
controis the situation, and hat aa ample majority to 
support k. But how long can k count on ka present 
ttreigith> What will happen at the next election, 
when powerful Conservative elements will certainly 
press for an aU-Conmrvativc, aa oppos e d to a National, 
government, and when Socialism may come back 
wkh renewed vigor aad large numbers} Tbe heads 
of the government are acting in clom harmony to-day 
—the Labor MacDonald, the Conservative Baldwas 
aad Neville Chamberlain, the Liberal Simon and 
Runciman. Arc they to be separated at the next 
electioB by the ambkioat of party wire-pullers, or 
wiH they go to the couiiti y again as measbers af a 
NatiosMl administrstion}"

To-day ia Vancouver the public it givmg ks de¬ 
cision OB a prapotsl lo build a bridge ecrott the First 
Narrows. A lively campaign has been cooductsd by 
both sides. The project calls for aa expsudkute of 
#6.000,000 by Old Country inleretU a^ ks advo¬ 
cates arc tclliag the taxpayers that k will aol coal 
them a cent. The critics say that although this is 
Chriitmaslidr, they esa not coaoeive of Sautu Claus 
pulliag a six-millioo-dollar bridge in any cky'a slock-' 
mg. The Vancouver Sua k all for ihe bridge. The 
Vancouver Province can DM see ihe force of kt 
conlemporary's aigiuncaU. So the mallet is bemg 
celtled m the poilmg'booths lo-day. 

The coolcbtian in favor of the biidge is that k 
Is "somelhmg more than a bridge—k's new money 
for Vancouver payrolls,” and lhal k would carry 
wkh k the assurance for the fulura prosperity of nU 
inlcrcsls turrouadiag Burrard Inlet. It is nrgued that 
this it bM a quettioa of lakiag tides btcauac "ttm 
future greatneae of Vucouver ns regirdt popnialiou, 
iaduatry and shipping must forever deps^ ou the 
volume of wetcr-faorac traffic ia aad out of the 
harbor.** The final appeal reminds the voitis that 
the expenditure of this British capital would moaa 
a two-year job for a ftsv huad udi of Vancouver 
workmen. 

As set out by The Vtneouver Provasce. the 
chief arguoient against the project is that there is no 
immedialc need for the bri^ aad that the Secand 
Narrows structure, now und e r lucnimtinctiou. will 
serve the pressing needs of the North Shoiu for many 
years lo cosne. Ejsceplion also is taken to certaia 
engmeering features of the ussdertakiag. about which, 
however, there seems to be aa hootsl diffctence of 
opmioo. The sgraament upon which a dedtieu is 
being lecorded apparently etipulales. in effect, that 
Greater Vancouver is to be lied up for half a century 
to the payineal of a scale of l^ set forth ia the 
bridge compeay*! charter, while there ic no provisiiMi 
for sharing revenues with the cky. The ProvuKe
